FILLING THE ' 
NATIONAL PURSE 


It is comfortinig to know that the 
Fourth Victory Loan put a financial 
backing of something like $1,800 be- 
hind every fighting Canadian, We 
shouldn't forget, however, that we 
have pledged ourseives to back each 
man with approximately $7,000. be- 
fore the year is out. Only by honor- 
ing this pledge can we be sure that 
no sailor, soldier or airman will lack 
guns or ammunition at the crucial 
moment. 

The Dominion budget for the fis- 
eal year ending March, 1944, is $5,500 
000,000. Almost half this amount is 
being raised by borrowing, in the 
form of Victory Bonds and War Sav- 
‘ ings, Taxes make up the balance, 

with those on the personal incomes 
of 2,000,000 Canadians forming a 
large share. 

One of tlie big problems in collect- 
ing a revenue of this size is receiv- 
ing complete and ‘accurate returns 
in plenty of time, The deadline is 
June 30th, but getting them in three 
weeks or so ahead of that date will 
gave time and money for all concern- 
ed, and thereby help the war effort.

The better the soil, the more likely 
that your Victory Garden will grow 
vegetables ‘with their valuable vita- | 
min and mineral supply that are nec-. 
essary to good nutrition and health. 
If your plot has six hours sun daily 
and is free from roots of trees or 
shrubs, its soil can probably be put 
info good condition to grow veget- 
ables. 

The most frequent condition need- 
ing correction is predominance of 
clay, but the solution is simply to 
make the clay coarser, which can be 
done by mixing in coarse materials, 
such as old ashes, cinders, fine gravel 
or well-decayed organic matter. 

To get good rows and neat results, 
use a line of string between stakes 
to make your trenches, Seeds are 
sown either in drills or hills, A drill 
is a shallow continuous trench while 
a hill is not an elevation, but usually 
a place where several seeds are 
sown together. Don't try to ‘be too 
exact about the depth of your trench. 
For small geeds make it. about half 
an inch deep. Peas, beans and corn 
may be put in one to two inches deep 
and onion sets are given a depth of 
three inches. : 

Let the line used to mark the row 
stay stretched unil you have covered 
your seed. Sowing small seeds by 
hand is simple: Just tear a corner off 
the packet and hold it so one finger 
can tap out the seeds to fall in the 
drill. Space the seeds evenly and neat 
ly. Larger seeds should be dropped 
individually. Many gardeners sow too 
thickly. ; . 

Firm the soil you rake over the 
seeds, but don’t pound; just use en- 
ough pressure to foree out the air 
and fill the hollows,

Such was part of the message that 
the Hon, Brendan Bracken had for us 

We found the Minister of Informa- 
tiofi most co-Operative during our 
stay in England. The passes issued 
by that department were so effective 
that the others which had been issued 
|to us were. almost superfluous. 

We met the Hon. Ernest Bevan, 
Minister of Labour, in his office and 
had qa talk with him. Mr. Bevan was 
born in 1884 and started his career 
ag a truck driver, was general sec- 
retary of the Transport Workers’ Un 
fon, and, in 1940, became Minister of 
Labour and National Service, Some 
people think that he may some day 
be Prime Minister, 

His is one of the most important 
tasks today for Britain is manning 
the world’s greatest navy, maintain- 
ing armies in many parts of ‘the 
world, supplying a steady stream of 
youths for the R.A.F,, keeping up 


‘Thome defences, fire fighting and A, 


R.P. services, and steadily increasing 
production’ of war supplies. No won- 
der that he told us there was no such 
thing as a saturation point in man- 
power. 

He has made a wonderful success 
of his task, but it'must be remember- 
ed that this result could not have 
been attained without the enthusiast- 
ic co-operation of the entire popula- 
tion. 
in answer to our question he said 
that there is very little wilful absent- 
eeism. But when we asked him about 
labour troubles in certain places, he 
impatiently replied that the news- 
papets Had to make news, and “vir- 
tue has no news value”, 

He thinks that the war is teaching 
the United Kingdom a great deal a- 
bout transportation which will have 
an effect after the war is over. 

We had an interesting conference 
with the Hon, L. 8, Amery, who is 
Secretary for India and Burma: He 
told us a great deal about the trouble 
some elements in India. Most of us 
went away with a new conception of 
the India problem. We algo began to 
realize how little most people know 
about it. 

Mr. Amery has travelled in most 
parts of the world, and as we left, 
he said, “I wish the war were over 
so that I could pay another visit to 
Canada.” F 

The last conference we had was 
with Sir R, Stafford Cripps, who is 
probably better known to Canadians 
than any other minister except the 
Prime Minister, He hag been a very 
guccessful legal counsellor, and is 
now Lord Privy Seal.

Canadian 
Garden Service 


Gardening beginners often make 
the mistake of asking for varieties 
that perhaps were popular many 
years ago, without realizing that 
there has been vast improvement, 
and much better kinds are now avail- 
able. Plant breeders have been stead- 
ily turning out better varieties, big- 
ger, earlier and more tender than 
many of us knew in the old days. | 

Corns have been developed that 
give larger cobs, thicker and juicier 
kernels. There are beets and carrots 
that grow more quickly; radishes 
that are fit to use in a matter of 
days from the time of seeding; spin- 
ach that will not go to seed and be- 
come coarse so quickly; peas that 
will be ready to put in the pot in 
50 to 60 days, 

All these points are most import- 
ant, and especially to the beginner or 
the gardener in parts of Canada 
where early frosts are all too fre- 
quent, These varieties are much too 
numerous to be mentioned in detail 
here. The prospective gardener is ad- 
vised to secure a good seed catalogue 
or up-to-date government bulletin 
which lists varieties suitable for the 
various areas of Canada, Incidentally 
all varieties listed in Canadian seed 
catalogues are specially gelected to 
thrive under Canadian conditions, 

There ig a lot of. transplanting con- 
nected with gardening, In vegetables 
a great many things such as cabbage 
celery, tomatoes and peppers ‘re-us- 
ually bought as started plants from 
seedsmen or greenhouses and Set out 
in permanent quarters, while almost 
any flower—perennial as well as an- 
nual—can be purchased in this way. 
The same, of course, applies to all 
nursery stock, fruit and ornamental 
trees, shrubbery, roses, vines, etc. 

The secret of successful transplant 
ing is to purchase in the first place 
good, healthy, stqut stock, and then 
in doing the job, expdse the roots as 
little es possible to the air. Set out 
on a dull day or in the evening. Firm 
down the earth well around the plant 
trees--six or Seven feet high—this 
may niean a pail of water each, and 
every few days if possible, With 
small things like tomatoes or cosmos, 
a pint or so around each plant will 
be sufficient. Earth around the roots 
should. be fine and of good fertility, 
and it should be kevt well cultivated 
while the plant is getting established. 
With trees this means cultivating for 
at least the first year, and for about 
three feet all around the trunk, 
Staking 

The stakes should be fairly stout,
